Doomed Men Taken From Jail.

"McCarthy," said the leader, "open 


this door at once. \Ve mean, business. 
Hurry, it's nearly daylight."

Miller Meets Death Calmly. 


Just before tho rope was placed 


about his neck Miller calmly removed 
a diamond from his shirt front-and 
requested that It bo sent to his wife 
in I'ort Worth. From his. necktie he 
drew out a diamond scarf pin with the 
request that It bo given to Guard Mc- 
Carthy for his kindness to him. As 
soon as the men were dead tbe mob 
disappeared.-At daylight the bodies Of 
tho lynched men were cut down. Whon 
tho mob removed. thV m'e'n from jail 
they did not molest Oscar'Peeler, age 
seventeen, .who was Implicated In the 
murder, but who turned state's evi- 
dence. The boy said that Mlllerklllert 
Bobbltt and that Jesse West liatd Mli- 
ler to commit the murder, '

The Killing of Bobbltt. 


Bobbitt was killed Feb. 27, 1BOB. 


Near dusk he was driving In his wagon 
a few miles, out of Ada. The shot 
which killed him was fired from am- 
bush. Tho assassin mounted his horse 
and rode away. Babbitt's dead body 
was found tho next day. There was no 
evidence save the shoes on the mur- 
derer's home, which had been re- 
moved a few miles from the crime. 
Miller, and his companions were sus- 
pected ot kuowlng-who committed tile 
crime. 


Two woeks ago the prisoners were 


placed undor arrest at Fort 'Worth fqr 
the murder and brought to Ada for 
trial. .Miller, had his preliminary hear- 
ing last .Prldi|1y ind was held without 
bail. The air'.ltlxrides allege that Allen 
and West tijr'xj' •;.;illm- to'kill Bobbltt, 
Byrreli paying Miller the money.
